SCOPE OF AUDIT 
Included in the examination and audit were the accounts and re- 
cords of the Board of County Commissioners, County Treasurer, Clerk 
of the Superior Court and Superintendent of the County Home. 


FINANCIAL REPORTS 


Comparative Balance Sheets: (Exhibits A-1 & A-2) 

Comparative Balance Sheets for the fiscal years ended 
December 31, 1952-1953 and December 31, 1953-1954, are presented in Ex- 
hibits A-1 and A-2, respectively. As indicated therein, the Net Debt de- 
creased by $14,456.99 in 1953 and increased by $2,970.90 in 1954.

In the fiscal year ended December 31, 1953, a net revenue surplus of 
$15,138.26, less a net overdraft of appropriations of $7,332.48, resulted in 
a net budget surplus of $7,805.78. 

A net revenue surplus of $9,548.56, less a net overdraft of appropri- 
ations of $4,511.84, resulted in a net budget surplus of $5,036.72 in 1954.

ACCOUNTS OF COMMISSIONERS AND TREASURER 
An examination was made of all orders issued by the Commissioners 
and Clerk of the Superior Court during the periods under review. Sup- 
porting invoices and payrolls were likewise examined and the classifica- 
tion of expenditures noted. Proof of the Treasurer’s balance as of De- 
cember 31, 1954, is indicated in Exhibit F-2. 


CLERK OF THE SUPERIOR COURT 
The financial accounts and records of the Clerk of the Superior 
Court of Sullivan County were examined. Court receipts were checked 
by source, insofar as possible, and found to be properly recorded. Court 
orders issued by the Clerk were supported by invoices, vouchers and 
payrolls bearing the approval of a Superior Court Justice. 


COUNTY HOME 
The accounts and records of the Superintendent of the County Home 
were examined. Receipts of the Home were checked by source through 
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the triplicate receipt forms. All receipts, as recorded in the cash book, 
were properly accounted for by the Superintendent through remittances 
made to the County Treasurer. 


Classified summaries of receipts and expenditures of the County 
Institution for the years 1953 and 1954 are presented in Exhibits G-1 and 
G-2, respectively. 


GENERAL COMMENTS 


Accounts Receivable Considered as Estimated Revenue: 


It is noted that in the County budgets for 1953 and 1954, the amount 
of accounts receivable at the close of the year next preceding was 
considered as an estimated revenue item in addition to the actual cash 
surplus. The amounts were $4,460.00 and $4,984.02, respectively. Inasmuch 
as accounts receivable are not generally considered to have a 100% 
asset value and the length of time in which they can be converted into 
cash is rather indefinite, it is recommended that this item be excluded 
in the preparation of future County budgets. 


Overdraft of Appropriations: 


It is noted that in the years 1953 and 1954, there were net over- 
drafts of appropriations amounting to $7,332.48 and $4,511.84, respective- 
ly. In other words, the total expenditures for all purposes exceeded the 
total budgetary appropriations by these amounts. 


In this connection, attention is called to Chapter 73, of the Laws of 
1951, which provides in part as follows: 


“1. Appropriations. Amend chapter 44 of the Revised Laws as 
amended by chapter 142 of the Laws of 1947, by inserting after sec- 
tion 7 the following new sections: 7-a. Exceeding Appropriations. No 
county commissioner shall pay, or agree to pay, or incur any liabil- 
ity for the payment of, any sum of money for which the county con- 
vention has made no appropriation, or in excess of any appropria- 
tion so made except for the payment of judgments rendered against 
the county. In the case of an emergency, however, county commission- 
ers may apply to the executive committee, which, after a public hear- 
ing, may grant to the county commissioners authority in writing to 
make such emergency payment. Whenever it appears that the amount 
appropriated for a specific purpose will not be used in whole or part 
for such purpose, the county commissioners may use such sum to 
augment other appropriations, if necessary, provided the total pay- 
ments for all purposes do not exceed the total sum of appropriations 
in any year made by the county convention.” 


Whenever it appears that circumstances may make it necessary to 
exceed the total amount of budgetary appropriations, application should 
be made by the County Commissioners to the Executive Committee of

the County convention for authority to make such emergency expendi- 
tures. 
Conclusion: 

In accordance with the provisions of Chapter 184 of the Laws of 
1955, a copy of this report or a summary of its essential features should 
be published in the next annual report of the County. This letter of 
transmittal should be included in its entirety but the publication of Ex- 
hibits is optional. 

The appreciation and thanks of this Division is hereby expressed to 
the officials of Sullivan County and their office staffs for the assistance 
rendered during the course of the audit.

COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT 


In accordance with the Public Laws of the State of New Hampshire, 
the Commissioners of Sullivan County herewith present the Annual Re- 
port of the County Commissioners, the County Home and House of Cor- 
rection, Treasurer, Auditors, Solicitor, Clerk of Court, Sheriff, Chaplains 
and the Physician of the County Home for the year ending December 
SIPC 

Relief 

The amount expended for Relief of Poor off the Farm remained 
at approximately the level of previous years. Aid to Soldiers and their 
families decreased during the year, and Old Age Assistance remained 
very close to the sum expended for the past several years. Hospital and 
Medical services continue to constitute a substantial amount of the 
money spent. 

Farm and Plant 

In order that the physical property of your Institution be maintained 
in good condition, constant repairs are necessary. This year repairs were 
made on the Freezer Locker, one boiler was  retubed, and piping 
throughout the plant repaired. The usual plastering and painting on and 
in the several buildings at the farm was continued. 

New equipment for the Farm included a new tractor, grass chopper 
and grass elevator. All the machinery is in good condition and no sub- 
tantial outlay seems necessary for the coming year. 

Boarders 

Income received by the Institution for care of Old Age Assistance 
patients and boarders ran very close to estimate for the full year. The 
number of boarders fell off during the latter part of the year. As of 
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December 31, the number being cared for had fallen about 16% from 
a year ago. This drop in census, combined with a 10% reduction in the 
amount that will be received from the State Welfare Department for 
care of Old Age Assistance patients will result in a substantial reduc- 
tion in the revenue from this source during the coming year. 


Old Age and Survivors Insurance 

Another added expense will be an appropriation to pay the neces- 
sary United States Government tax to enable County employees to re- 
ceive the benefits of Social Security, which it is expected will become 
available to them as of July 1, 1956. Making available this coverage 
should aid greatly in stabilizing the turnover of employees at the In- 
stitution. 

Superintendent and Matron 

Supt. and Matron, Mr. and Mrs. William George have completed 
another year of around the clock service to Sullivan County. 

The complexities of their work have been mentioned many times. 
This year we would stress one of their major problems. It is compet- 
ing in an Industrial Labor Market for the services of satisfactory em- 
ployees for the various positions at the Institution. 

Again may we urge you to visit the County Home. Become familiar 
with its operation, and better acquainted with this important phase of 
County Government. Superintendent and Matron, Mr. and Mrs. George, 
with the Commissioners will be delighted to explain the working of the 
Plant, and invite your suggestions as to how we may improve our ser- 
vice to the sick and unfortunate, entrusted to our care. 

The Commissioners wish to express their thanks and appreciation to 
Supt. and Mrs. George, the County Delegation, County Solicitor, the 
Sheriff's Department, our Clerks, and all the employees of the County 
Institution for their understanding and cooperation during the past year.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the Commissioners of Sullivan County: 
Gentlemen: 


The past year at the Sullivan County Home has been a busy one. A 
considerable amount of crops have to be raised and harvested to supply 
the needs of the people and the herd of cattle. 

Continuous repairs have to be made, painting inside and out, main- 
tainance of the water and heating system, the plumbing, refrigeration, 
electrical circuits, motors, farm machinery, trucks etc., are never end- 
ing, and as the years pass will become more and more a major problem 
and expense. 

A considerable amount of repairs has been made this year, the dairy 
barn was painted, much interior work was done, a heating boiler re- 
tubed, pipe and valves replaced as needed. 

While the number of weeks board supplied was a bit less than the 
preceeding year, the number of prisoners admitted reached a high of 
one hundred eighty six. 

The number of patients admitted to the Hospital were practically the 
same as 1954. However, many of our old people who have been here for 
a long time died during the year. A total of thirty four passed away. 

A great deal of effort has been made by the various organizations, 
church groups, and by individuals to bring gifts, flowers and musical en- 
tertainment to the people of the Home. 

Their efforts have been sincerely appreciated by all. We wish to ex- 
tend thanks and appreciation to our employees, many of whom have 
worked here a long time. It is they, who have made it possible to care 
for the sick and perform the duties that are never ending. 

We thank the Commissioners, Dr. Stearns, the Clergymen, everyone 
who has cheerfully done so much for the good of the Home and its 
people.

REPORT OF THE COUNTY SOLICITOR 


February 9, 1956 
The Commissioners of Sullivan County 
Newport, New Hampshire. 


Gentlemen: 
I herewith submit my report as County Solicitor for the year ending 
December 31, 1955. ~ 


During 1955 the Grand Jury returned five indictments and seven 
respondents waived indictment in order to plead guilty and have their 
cases disposed of by the court without delay. The cases handled in the 
Superior Court involved major crimes such as aggravated assault, break- 
ing, entering, and larceny, and desertion. In addition, four misdemean- 
ors upon which there were appeals from municipal courts were brought 
before the Superior Court. Two of these cases are still pending on the 
Superior Court docket awaiting the February 1956 term of court. 

In two cases it was necessary to file petitions with the Superior Court 
under the sexual psychopath act. The examining board in one case found 
the individual involved to be classifiable asa sexual psychopath, and we 
are still awaiting the report of the board in the other case. 

The four municipal courts sitting in Sullivan County handled many 
hundreds of cases in the course of 1955. Your solicitor appeared in nearly 
all cases tried before the municipal courts in which the respondent assert- 
ed his innocence by entering a plea of not guilty. 

During the year much time was spent in consulting with mothers, 
wives, and ex-wives on the question of compelling a father, husband or 
ex-husband to fulfill his obligation of support. In many cases the prob- 
lem was complicated due to the fact that the father or husband had 
left the State of New Hampshire and was employed hundreds of miles 
from Sullivan County. 

The burden of my office was greatly lightened by the splendid co- 
operation and assistance rendered to me in all criminal cases by James 
F. McCusker, our Sheriff, and by his fine staff of deputies. I am also 
indebted to the local Police Departments, the State Police, and repre- 
sentatives of the Motor Vehicle Department and to the Probation Offi- 
cers covering Sullivan County, for the assistance and cooperation which 
they rendered to me during the year 1955. The County Commissioners 
and the personnel of their offices have been considerate and helpful and 
deserve much credit for the efficiency with which they performed their 
many duties during the past year.
